111. Thar all diſorderly Alchouſes be from timeto time ſuppreſs'd ; and 
as the Alchouſe-keepers ſhall dye, and remove their habitations, no new Li- 
cenſes be granted to their Succeſſors in their Houſes, nnleſs ſuch Houſes be 
fitted and ſeated in very convenient places, until ſuch time as the ſupernume- 

rary Alchouſes be reduced to the numbers to be reported needful for each 
Pariſh, as aforcfaid. 


I 'V. That the Juſtices here preſent do agree, Thar they will not Licenſe

& Hat all and every licenſed Inn-keeper, Alchouſe- 
keeper or Vicualler, thar ſhall peimit or ſuffer any 
T ravcller, Waggoner, Butcher, Hizler, Drover, or 
any of their Servants, to come into his, her, or their 
houſe after twelve of the clock on any Satuday- 
night or ſhall ſuff:c any perſon to cravei from his, 
her, or their houſe, uncil afcer one of the clock on 
| Monday Morning, without good and urgent cauſe to 
be allowed by ſome Juſtice of the Peace ; or ſh1ll permit and ſuffer any pe: ſon 
or perſons to be or remain in his, her, or thcir houſes, contrary to the Law in 
thatcaſe made and provided, and ſhall be thereof convie, ſhall forthwith be 
ſuppreſs'd, and not again licenſed, bur upon good cauſe ſh:w<d ro the Juſtices 
Peace in ih-ir Quarter-Scflions.

I. That the Miniſter of che place (hall Regiſter rhe ceſtimoniall, ſigni- 
fying the day and place of his puniſhment in a booke kept for chat purpoſe, 
upon paine of five ſhillings. | | 

II. Thar ifa Conftable , Tirhingman, or Headborough, bee negligent in 
the Execution of his duty herein , hee ſhall forfeir for every defaulr 
ewenty ſhillings, | 

JII. Thar if any perſon doe in any wiſe difturbe or let the execution of 
the Law herein, or making reſcufſe againſt any Officer or perſon in the 
execution of the Sratute made 39, El;z, Cap, 4. He ſhall forteir for every 
offence five pound, and be bound ro his good behaviour. | 

IV. Thar every perſon or perſons that ſeeth or knoweth any Rogue to 
reſort to his or their Houſes co beg , garher or receive any Almes,(hall 
convey him, or cauſe him to bee conveyed to the next Conſtable or 
Tythingman upon paine often ſhillings, 

V That the Conftables or Headbozoughs, having Watrants dire&ed 
to them for privy ſearchers for Rogues, and negle& ro give an account in 
wriring under their hands to the Jultices of the Peace,ar the next meeting, 
ſuch Rogues as they have paſled and conveyed ſince the laſt meeting of 
the ſaid juſtices, ſhall incur what fine the ſaid Juſtices ſhall pleaſe ro ſer up- 
on them, not exceeding forty ſhillings.
